The  inversion  over  the  Phoenix  Area  at  the  time  of  observation  could 
have  caused  reflections  or  the  bending  of  light  rays  which  would  cause 
the  white  object  picked  up  by  the  wind  to  react  in  many  way,  when 
observed  by  the  human  eye.
